AN UNPROVOKED MURDER. 


An Inoffensive Man Slain in an Italian 
Drinking Den for No Better Reason than 
that He Refused to Buy Drinks for Dis- 
reputable Women. 

A cruei and unprovoked murder was com- 
mitted at 10 o'clock last night in Chilotti & 
Nicoloi’s Italian saloon, No. 99 South Halsted 
street, corner of Monroe, when Charles E. 


Kyle, a painter by trade, lost his life at 
the hands of a crowd of hangers-on 
and attachés of the place. The cause 
or lack of cause—of the affair appears to have 
been the unwillingness of Kyle to buy beer for 
a number of disreputable women who, unin- 
vited, took seats at his tabic. Charies F. 
Beatty, a paper-banger, employed by W. H. 
Stebbins & Co., No. 481 West Madison street, 
and who lives at No. 821 West 
Randolph street, was with Kyle at 
the time, and tells bow the affray occurred. 
He says that Kyle, bimself, and a boy who 
works with him went into the saloon together 
and had hardly sat down at a table in the back 
room when two women joined them and asked 
for beer. Kyle answered that if they wanted 


anything to drink they might pay for it 
themselves. The women called for drinks 
and the waiter who brought them demanded 
pay of the men. Kyle and Beatty protested 
that they had not ordered anything for the 
women, and that the waiter knew it, but ne 
insisted upon their paying him, and continued 
bis importunings until finally one of the women 
gave him 10 cents. He then withdrew. Pres- 
ently another woman sat down at the table, 
and sbe, too, asked Kyle and his compan- 
ions to purchase her something. Kyle 
refused her, but Beatty said to him: I don’t 
want to see you get into trouble the first night 
you get back to town, so ITU pay for the wom- 
an. The men then started to leave the piace, 
Going up to the bar, Beatty paid what his 
party owe, including the woman's drink, 
and they were passing out when the waiter 
hastened up, and, addressing Kyle, applied the 
foulest epithets to bim. The man spoken to 
turned in surprise and said, You must be 
mistaken,’’ when, without further ado, the 
waiter struck him. Beatty is certain that just 
before the waiter hit Kyle be drew some weapon 
from beneath his coat, but he could not see 
what it was. In an instant the gang ot hang- 
ers-on who were in the place surrounded Kyle, 
each trying to hit him, but in a moment they 
fell back, for Kyle bad fallen. Some persons 
carried him into the back room, and bathed 
his temples, but as ne did not regain conscious- 
ness a doctor was sent for. The physician 
upon arriving touched the, man’s heart and 
pulse and looking up said simply, * Dead!” 

The police were already on the spot, and 
upon the testimony of Beatty arrested Charles 
Lodini, the waiter, William Gourley, à bar- 
tender at No. 217 West Randolph street, and G. 
Chilotti, one of the proprietors of the place, 
who was tending bar at the time. Ail 
three are said by witnesses to have struck 
Kyle, but all deny it. Gourley, however. says 
that the waiter Lodini was the one who struck 
the fatal blow. 

Kyle was 37 years old, unmarried, and for the 
last three days had been rooming on West Ran- 
dolph street, near Carpenter, and taking his 
meals with Beatty. He got into town only 
three days ago, having spent the winter in San 
Antonio, Tex. Beatty says he bas known bim 
for fourteen years and that he bad to go South 
every winter for his bealth. He got a situa- 
tion yesterday with C. L. Robertson, Aun and 


Randolph streets. His relatives live in Michi- 
gan.

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CHICAGO UNIVERSITY. 


WILL DR. HARPER BE OFFERED THE 
PRESIDENCY OF THE INSTITUTION ? 


A Story that Millionaire Rockafeller Will 
Put the University on Ite Feet if Dr. 
Harper Is Made President—Sketch of 
the Professor of Hebrew Who Is Thus 
Prominently Mentioned—The Directors 
Loath to Speak. 

As the period for the redemption of the 
Chicago University property sold under fore- 
closure has nearly expired, but two weeks 
more remaining, there nas been a large crop of 
rumors regarding the course the Trustees of 
the institution will take to save it from be- 
coming homeless moving-day. Several 
schemes are said to de in “incubation,” to 
use a word from Dr. Henson, and the Trustees 
are very shy about revealing their nature be- 
fore the eggs are hatched for fear of their be- 
coming addied,”’ to use another Dr. Hensonism. 
One ot these rumors connect Dr. R. L. Harper, 
at present located with the Baptist Union Theo- 
logical Seminary at Morgan Park, with the 
Presidency of the University, and further con- 
nects the name of J. D. Rocksfeller, the Cleve- 
land millionaire and Standard Oil magnate, 
with both, the story going that Mr. Rockafeller 
will pledge himself to assist the institution in 
getting out ot its financiai difficulties if Prot. 
Harper, who is understood to be his protégé, is 
placed at its head. 

In connection with it all is the visit of 
President De Witt of the Union Mutual 
Life-Insurance Company of Maine, which holds 
the mortgage on the property, to tis city next 
8 the negotiations will take place, it 
is said. 

A number of prominent Saptists and Trust- 
ees were interrogated about the matter yester- 
day, but they all deciined to enter upon par- 
ticulars ana either admit or deny the rumors, 
At their last meeting the Trustees adjourned 
until next Monday, unless otherwise called, 
and no notice has as yet been sent out, which 
may mean that the matter has got into that 
quiescent state which seems to be the besetting 
ill star of the institution. 

The Rev. R. L. Harper, whose rumored call 
to this high and difficult position is something of 
a surprise to those who know him, isin many 
respects a man of mark. In age and personal 
appearance, as well as in his antecedents and 
previous training, he is not what would be ex- 
pected in a University President. He is 
probably 35 years old. In stature he is 
somewhat under size, about five feet six 
inches in hight, and stocky, but not corpulent. 
His head is large, round, strongly 
molded, and well covered with hair. 
His face is round, fuil, regular, benevolent, 
intelligent, earnest, and even intense in ex- 
pression. As might be expected in a Hebrew 
scholar, be wears strong spectacies all the 
while. His bair and complexion are dark, and 
his attire faultiesiy neat, but quiet and unas 
suming. The best indication of his character is 
found in his movements. He is a rapid and 
almost deadlong walker, as if nothing could 
take bim as fast as he would like to go, 
and he darts hither and thither, in his 
course, like a humming-bird. Everything 
about him betokens phenomenal energy and 
powers of endurance, and the ion 
of the rare gift of giving attention to a 
multiplicity of matters without confusion. 
In conversation he is never abrupt, absent- 
minded, or sour, as students sometime are, but, 
on the contrary, is remarkably vivacious, affa- 

hle, considerate, deferential, and entertaining. 
He is always cheerful, always hopeful, and al- 
ways kindly ana amiable. Everythm about 
him betokens Immense industry, uncommon 
powers of endurance, an easy conscience, and 
an excellent digestion. 

Dr. Harper owes his prospective honors al- 
most entirely perhaps to the reputation he has 
made as Professor of Hebrew at the Morgan 


Park Baptist Theological Seminary. But 
his success in this field. bas deen 
60 striking and 80 unique that 


it has, it seems, inspired his admirers with the 

‘ts fitted tor Almost any educa- 
tional position that could be assigned to him. 
For, though located at Morgan Park, his stu- 
dents are by no means confined to the seminary. 
In addition to teaching his class in that institu- 
tion, he has for years taught a much larger 
class scattered all over the United States. The 
larger class is taught by a system of corre- 
spondence, ana involves much more labor than 
the instruction of the smaller ciass, which 
studies under his eye. For several years he 
has kept himself in constant communi- 
cation with hundreds of persons all 
over the land, instructing and  guid- 
ing them the study of Hebrew, 
assigning them lessons and exercise, correct- 
ing and returning them, by mail, answering 
their inquiries, solving their difficulties, and 
inspiring them with interest and energy neces- 
sary to master the intricate and exacting lan- 
guage. In addition to these herculean labors 
he has for years held a summer Hebrew school 
at the seminary, during the vacation, for the 
accommodation of people at a distance who 
desired to putin the summer months in that 
way. As for himself, it has seemed that he 
needed no rest, and that it was his 
meat and drink to teach Hebrew. 
it was properly said of a certain 
minister, at a denominational convention, that 
he had a statistical devil, it might with great 
propriety be said that the Professor has a He- 
brew devil. It seems to be his ambition to get 
every man, woman, and child in tne land to 
study Hebrew, and at times it bas looked very 
much as if ne would succeed. His learning and 
scholarship in tae department, which are no 
doubt very great, would not of themselves be 
a very great qualification for the arduous and 
almost diplomatic functions of a university 
President. But he is a fine scholar in many 
other directions, and his character as a worker 
and manager, as exhibited in his Hebrew 
school, is no doubt the great attraction which 
has recommended him to those who have 
called him to this high position. 

It is by no means certain yet that Dr. Harper 
will accept the Presidency of the university 
if offered to him. He has consented to give 
the call a serious consideration in case it should 
be tendered to him, but it is well known that 
ne has other opportunities of promotion which 
are at least as attractive to bim as this one. 
These are of such acharacter that he has de- 
termined to sever his connection with the sem- 
inary. His fame asa Hebraist and as an edu- 
cator has spread not only over the East but 
te Europe, and he isin no danger of wanting 
plenty of calle to fill hich posiuons in his own 
chosen specialty. Among them is an enviable 
place in New Haven, Conn., af which modesty 
prevents him from speaking plainly.

BEEF-CANNING WORKS CLOSED. 


Armour’s Place Shuts Down, Throwing Be- 
tween 500 and 800 Men Out of Employ- 
ment. 

The meat-canning department of P. D. Ar 
mour at the Stock-Yards has been shut down, 
and between 500 and 800 men are without em- 
ployment. The move was entirely unexpected 
by the canners. A large number of butchers 
were also obliged to suspend operations. A 
TRIBUNE reporter visited the city house of the 
firm on Canal street yesterday and was told 
that the matter had been under contempiation 
for some weeks. The cause is an overstocked 
market and no demand for canned meats in 
England or Germany. At present Mr. Armour 
has $500,000 invested in canned meats. At the 
Jackson Street Market, where butchers are 
numerous, the shut-dows was the chief topic 
of discussion yesterday. They were also puz- 
zled on being informed that Armour would sell 
no ribs or loins of beef. ‘All straight cattie 
now.“ said a specuiator. 

„Why not continue to sell ribs and loins?” 
was asked. 

“The reason is the canned-meat market is 
overstocked, and if Armour continued to sell 
ribs and loins he would have to use the coarse 
meat for canning purposes. He won't do that. 
and will, until he has sold his canned stock, sell 
all beef by the carcass or half. 

“ Will such a change injure butchers on Jack- 
son street?“ 

Not at all; other firms will continue to sell 
ribs and loins, and the only persons who will 
suffer are the butchers and canvers. There 
3 around here today looking for 
work.“ 

An attempt was made to find a reason for the 
shut-down by applying at Mr. Armour’s prin- 
cipal office, but Mr. Martin, the man m charge,

from 14 to 16 cents a pound and sirloin at 12 
and 14 cents. Now porterhouse is selling at 25 
cents and sirloin at 18. Possibly this trouble 
may not be general, but it is certainly the case 
among a large number of North Side marxet- 
men. 


OBITUARY. 


Col. R. Biddle Roberts. 

Col. R. Biddle Roberts died at the Sherman 
House yesterday morning. He had been a 
sufferer for years from a kidney trouble, but 
was confined to his bed only two weeks ago. 
He was born Aug. 25, 1885, in Pittsburg. His 
grandfather, Judge Roberts, was a noted man 
in Western Pennsyivanis, and is said to have 
been the first one who crossed the Alleghenies 
in a carriage. He was appointed Judge for 
Western Pennsylvania ty Gov. McLean 
in 1793. His father, Edward J. Rob- 
erts, was also a lawyer and for many 
years clerk of the United States Court 
m Pittsburg. Col. Roberts received a 
common and high-school education. While at- 
tending school in Washington, D. C., he was 
frequently on the floor of the Senate and 
House, and made the acquaintance of a good 
many Of the leading men of the time, and be 
too was drawn into polities afterwards. His 
father died in 1847, leaving the family to Bid- 


Three years later he ran for District Attor- 
ney on the Democratic ticket, and was 
elected, being the only member of that 
part who ever got an important 
elective office in Allegheny County. He 
held the position until 1856. In that year he 
took a very prominent part in the political 
campaign as Chairman of the Democratic State 
Central Committee of Pennsylvania. In 1857 
President Buchanan appointed bim United 
States District Attorney for the Western 
District of Pennsy! and be remained in 
this position until the outbreak of the War. 
He had been a Democrat, but then became a 
strong Union man, believing in subduing the 
Rebels. H , the Pittsburg 
and volun- 
teered with bis company. He was commissioned 
as a Captain, and was on the staff of Gov. Curtin 
until the organization of the celebrated Penn- 
sylvania Reserve Corps, when he was commie 
sioued Colonel ot the First Pennsyivania Re- 
serves, known as the Thirty-second Volunteers. 
He fought in the Peninsular campaign under 
McCiellan, and was in the batties of South 
Mountain and Antietam, and received many 
compliments from different general officers 
for his gallant conduct, notably at 
Charles City ocrose-roads. At the last 
named battle he commanded a brigade 
along toward the ciose, all the senior officers 
having been killed, wounded, or captured. He 
was in McCall's division, which, it was charged, 
gave way, but Col. Roberts showed in an arti- 
cle published in the Philadelphia Press about a 
month ago that the division did not give way; 
and in this he was sustained by Gen. Palfrey, 
who wrote a paper for the Massa- 
chusetts Historical Society, in which 
Col. Roberts is spoken of very highly 
for the bravery he displayed on that 
day. After the battle of Antietam President 
Lincoln nominated Col. Roberts for Brigadier- 
General, Secretary Stanton, however, who 
was at one time a rival of Col. Roberts at the 
Pittsburg bar, withheld the appointment until 
after the Senate adjourned. When Col. 
Roberts heard of this he resigned. Gov. 
Curtin put bim on his staff again, and for sev- 
eral years he nad charge of the issuing 
of commissions to Officers in the 
army for Pennsylvania. Over 4,000 
commissions were given out under 
his supervision. In 1866 he returned to Pitts- 
burg and resumed the practice ot law. Three 
years later, his wife’s health being bad, and he 
having become dissatisfied, he moved to Chi- 
cago, and continuv@d practice alone. In 1880 
he formed a partnership with Mr. Frank J. 
Loesch, and had been associated with him ever 
since. In 1872 he was appointed consulting 
counsel for the Pennsylvania Company, and 
looked after the interests of the Fort Wayne 
Road. Although known as a raiiroad law- 
yer, he was in general practice, but 
for severai years had not been in the courts 
much, bis work being mainly advisory. He 
was President of the Bar Association one vear, 
also of St. Andrew's Society, a thirty-second 
degree Mason, an original member of the Pena- 
sylvania Commandery L. L., and one of the 
Illinois counsel of the American Bar Associa- 
tion. He was an eloquent speaker and a great 
favorit with Judges and lawyers, his position 
at the Chicago bar being & very prominent one. 
He was noted for his integrity. His wife, who 
was a Miss Mary Anderson, a relative of Robert 
Emmet, survives him. 

There will be no funeral services here. The 
body will be taken to Pittsburg this afternoon 
for burial. 


David Johnston’s Funeral. 

The funeral of Mr. David Johnston, the old 
and respected Scotchman who died sosuddenly 
Friday, was attended by a large concourse at 
the family residence, West Monroe street, yes- 
terday morning. It was a notable gathering of 
old inhabitants of Chicago, mainly composed 
of representative men of Scotch and English 
nationality. Mr. Johnston was a typical Sooten- 
man, full of anecdote and of ancient lore and 
legends; was actively charitabie and much es- 
teemed by ali who knew him. He was the 
founder and had been Chieftain of the Cale- 
donian Club; was a member of the St. An- 
drew’s Society and of various other organiza- 
tions. He recently published an autobiography 
of his long lite—85 years—which is quite inter- 
esting.

"TWAS SHORT BUT BLOODY 


THE STRIKE OF THE STREET-CAR MEN 
IN NEW YORK CITY. 


All But Two of the, Lines Tied Up During 
the Day—Sanguinary Encounters Be- 
tween the Pelice Authorities and the 
Strikers—A Compromise Agreed upon 
About Midnight—Prospective Battles— 
Labor Troubles Elsewhere. 


New Tonk, April 19—2:30 a. m.—|Spe- 
cial.|—The Railroad Commissioners had a late 
session which did not end until 2 o’clock this 
morning. Commissioner O’Donnell had made 
efforts to bring about a proper understanding 
between the various railroad companies and 
their employés, and his endeavors were fipally 
crowned with success. A long consultation 
was held, in which Mr. Ecclesine, counsel for 
the Empire Protective Association, took part. 
The Third Avenue Company again plumply re- 
fused to consent to submit to arbitration the 
points of difference which had been made man- 
ifest in the discussion during the day before 
the Commissioners. The position of the other 
roads, however, was made manifest even to 
the members of the Executive Committee of 
the Empire Association. The latter admitted 


that the other roads were not backing 
up the Third avenue in the stand 
taken by the latter. As a result of this the 
committee agreed to countermand the order 
for a tie-up and issued an order 
directing the resumption of traffic on all 
the surface lines except the Third ave 
nue at 4 o'clock this morning. This 
is, however, with the understanding 
that atie-up may again be ordered whenever 
the committee is satisfied that the other roads 
are helping the Third avenue in its fight. To- 
day the Railroad Commissioners will consider 
the case of the Third Avénue Road with a view 
to ascertaining whether it is complying with 
the terms of its charter. 


Earlier Dispatches. 

New York, April 10. — [Special.] — The 
tie-up which was ordered by the Empire Pro- 
tective Association on the various street-car 
lines of this city was carried out today. The 
only surface roads which ran regularly were 
the Eighth and Ninth Avenue Lines. The com- 
panies, however, with the exception of the 
Second Avenue, Fourth Avenue, and the Dry 
Dock, determined upon making resistance to 
the plans of the Empire Association. They 
are endeavoring to secure men who will do the 
work required, and will make the effort 
tomorrow to run such cars as they 
can. The Third Avenue Company sought 
to run its cars this afternoon, 
and the attempt ended in bloodshed. Nine 
cars had been sent out from the stables when 
a breathless policeman dashed in and gasped 
out that there was serious trouble at the cor- 
ner of Fifty-ninth street, seven blocks down. 
There was an enormous gathering of men and 
women in this vicinity, and as each car passed 
down it was greeted with jeers and shouts. 
When car No. 53 reached midway between 
Sixtieth and fFifty-ninth streets it was 
assailed with brickbats and stones. 
There were no passengers in the car, every 


window of which was smashed, and the flying 
glass wounded and cut dozens of the crowd, 
which had swarmed over from the east side 
of the avenue. There were no policemen 
about save those on the oar platforms and the 
four on the next car, but they were powerless 
in the face of the howling hundreds who rushed 
at the driver and conductor. These two un- 
fortunates were huried from the platforms and 
the driver thrown down, kicked, and

wrecked and battered in the same way. A de- 
tachment of police then came up and quelled 
the riot. There was no temporizing whatever. 
One blow of the club settled each rioter, and 
as soon as one was down each policeman 
tackled the next one. Nine persons were re- 
ported wounded and taken to the nearest hos- 
pital. 

The Railroad Commissioners met in the May- 
or’s private office this mornimg to try to settle 
the troubles between the Third Avenue Rall- 
road employés and its managers. The President 
and two directors of the Third Avenue Road 
were present. The discussion of the situation 
was protracted, and resulted in ali overtures 
for arbitration being rejected by the directors 
of the company. It was long after 7 o'clock 
when the meeting adjourned, and the strike 
was apparently no nearer an end than ever. 

Although the tie-up on the different.lines 
was ordered avowedly for the sole purpose of 
bringing the Third Avenue Company to terms, 
the Empire Protective Association formulated 
grievances agairst other lines. The most 
sweeping of these were in the case of the 
Twenty-third Street Company, which also runs 
the Bleecker street cars. Although the Twen- 
ty-third and Bleecker Street Lines had run no 
cars all day today, no complaints from the em- 
ployés were brought in until 7 o’clock at night, 


when a committee composed in part 
ot the employés of road 
and in part of men claiming 


to besent by the Empire Protective Associa- 
tion called at the offices and presented a num- 
ber of minor grievances, such as: That John 
Scott, conductor of car No. 92 of the 
Bleecker Street Road, be discharged 
for making threats against the organiza- 
tion; that Patrick Tynan, a laborer on 
the track, receive the first vacancy; that the 
driver of the blue tripper No. 29 be dis- 
charged for insulting the organization,”’ etc. 

Mr. Jacob Sharp expressed surprise that 
they had not asked for the discharge of the 
President and directors. He refused to com- 
ply with their demands, and the committee 
went away with threats that a big tie-up would 
be the result. 

During the day there was a representative 
of the Knights of Labor at the hall in Eighty- 
sixth street busy initiating new members. He 
said that since the strike two new local assem- 
blies had been organized in New York City, 
with a total membership of 5,000. The two 
assemblies were composed exclusively of 
street-railroad men. In the evening the Ex- 
ecutive Board decided to nelp out the Fourth 
Avenue Haiiroad Company in saving the char- 
ter, and sent two of tne striking drivers to 
run a car down. 

The Central Park, North & East Rivers Rail- 
road, best known as the Belt Line, attempted 
several times to run out cars, but always drew 
back at the last moment. No cars went out of 
the Broadway & Seventh Avenue Railroad 
stabies. The Committee on Grievances asked 
that the stablemen who had receiv- 
ed $12.50 per wees should hereafter 
be paid 314 a week. This was granted. An 
attempt will be made to run cars on Broadway 
tomorrow. No cars were run on Sixth avenue 
All day. The Eighth and Ninth avenue lines, 
which are under one management, were ex- 
empted from the general tie-up, and 
were the only surface roads oper- 
ating in the city. They were 
exempted from the tie-up because, according 
to the statements of both officials and em- 
ployés, both roads have kept to the letter the 
agreement with the men and there is no dissat-

THE MONTREAL FLOOD.

New York, April 19.—Advices just received 
from Montreal state that the nunson St. Paul's 
Island, opposit that city, are in a very precari- 
ous condition on account of the flood. They 
are obliged to take refuge in the attics of the 
buildings, and the blockade of ice renders all 
access to them impossible. 

MONTREAL, Que., April 19.—The water com- 
menced to fall at 1 o’clock a. m., and in two 
hours had fallen about one foot. Tne change 
since then has been very slight. The water is 
literally covered with all sorts of rafts and 
boats loaded down with people and household 
goods. Exorbitant rates are being charged for 
carrying people from their homes to business. 
Many people have been unable to get home 
since last Saturday morning, and those poor 
fellows have had but little to eat in the inter- 
val. The ice still holds firm at Hochelaga. 

The flood appears to be slowly abating, and 
conditions in this city have not materially 
changed.

The Troubles of Salespeople. 

Curcaao, April 18.— Editor of The Tribune.] 
—Saleeman No. 2 in his article of the 13th inst. 
says many beads of departments come down 
on salespeople if they fail to make a sale every 
time goods are shown. I, fur one, beg to differ 
with him, as the heads of departments in the 
large dry-goods houses I have worked in never 
resort to such means, but treat their help with 
great respect. The only drawback in the dry- 
goods houses in this city is the long hours, 
which could easily be remedied, not oy dimin- 
ishing the hours of opening and closing the 
stores, but by shortening the bours of the em- 
ployés in the following manner: 

A department that requires ten salespeople 
to wait on customers between 10 a. m. and 4 


p. m. requires only half that amount between 
8 and 10 a.m.and4to6ép. m. and sometimes 
even less if one-half of the salespeople 


in 
each department would take week about of 
coming at 8:30 or 9 a. m. and leave off at 5 or 
5:30 p. m. It would give them sborter hours, 
add greatly to their comfort, increase their 
sales, and create in them more regard for their 
masters, and instead of the manager seeing ten 
weary saleswomen waiting anxiously to hear 
the 6 o’clock bell, he would have the satisfao- 
tion of knowing that one-half of that number 
were having a fair chance of getting standing- 
room in a street-oar on their way nome; the 
same rule could also be applied to cashboys, 
fioorwalkers, etc. Let some enterprising man- 
ager try it for one week and I am sure he will 
have the heartfelt thanks of all ~— *

BLOODLESS 
GOULD STRIKERS TIRED OF HAND-TO. 
HAND COMBATS. — - 
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Accordingly Matters Are Quiet in the 
Neighborhood of the Big Bridge—Are 
Bogus Reports as to Freight Traffic 
Bent Out by Vice-President Hoxie 7— 
Abandoning Hope of a Settlement by 
Arbitration—The Feeling in Washington. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., April 19.—{Special.|—To all 
outward appearance the strike on this side 
of the river is a thing of the past. The 

Missouri Pacific shops are deserted and 

the rolling-stock of the road is in a 

bad condition, but these matters are con- 

cealed as much as possible and all et- 
forts combined to move the trains. The yards 
are filled with men, still working under police 
protection, but just how much freight is moved 
isa matter not easy to ascertain. The Knights 
claim that half the care moved are empty cars, 
sealed. They are taken out afew miles and 

then brought back, and Mr. Hoxie reports a 

certain number of trains moved. The strikers 

are still firm, and of the 600 men who quit 
work in the shops, yards, and roundbouses, 
only seven have gone back to work. The Iron 

Mountain Road appears to be in a bad way. 

Committeeman Delay of the Knights has just 

returned from a trip to Texarkana and collect- 

ed all figures obtainable from the men. He 
asserts most positively that the road 
is not doing more than 30 per cent of the busi- 
ness it did betore the strike. For the first 
time since March 5 the Bridge & Tunnel Com- 
pany will put two night crews at work iu its 
yard tonight. It is expected the Missouri Pa- 
cific will follow the example in a few days. 
The Wabash in North St. Louis is resuming 
slowly. GeneralManager Taimage has issued 
an order strictly prohibiting the rebmployment 
of any strikers. The attempt at arbitration 
by the Citizens’ Committee bas failed com- 
pletely. The resident directors reply that they 
have no authority to arbitrate, and their ro- 
marks are in the same tenor as Mr. Hoxie’s. 
Committeeman Balley is the only member of 


the General Executive Board in the city. He 
is busy arranging the evidence to submit to 
the Congressional Committee.

A committee of 
thirteen from the association was instructed to 
meet the St. Paul men while here and diecuss 
the matter of a live-stock market in St. Paul, 
and afterwards go to St. Paul and in- 
vestigate the enterprise there and report to 
the Executive Committee of the association. 
The carrying out of this enterprise reste en- 
tirely with the St. Paul people. If they do 
their part as pledged by their representatives 
present the stockmen of Montana will send all 
their bee ves to the commission market or to 
slaughter. 

A resolution was adopted instructing the 
Territorial Stock Commissioners the 
Territorial veterinarians to use all precautiuns 
to prevent the admission of infected cattle. It 
was reported that this was being done as far as 
possible. Col. Taylor of New Mexico urged 
the association to join the National Range As- 
sociation instead of the National Association 
of Stock-Growers, believing that it would be 
best to the interests of Montana. The associa- 
tion then adjourned until tomorrow. 

R. B. Wilson, stock agent of the Northern 
Pacific Road, has arrived from Washington 
Territory. He reports that 25, 000 
head will be shipped from there and Oregon 
into Montana this season, against 40,000 last 
year. is on account of the ad- 
vance in price of Pacific coast cattle and a de- 
cline in prices here. The shipments to be made 
from Montana east this season are estimated at 


125,000. 


A YOUNG FRAUD. 

A young Hebrew by the name of Abe Bloom- 
enthal was arrested last evening at the 
Clifton House by Detectives Baer and Duffy, 
charged with the perpetration of a number of 
frauds at Joliet.

DISPOSITION OF THE HOUSE TO BE 
SOMEWHAT CAPTIOUS. 


Refusal to Make the Naval Reorganization, 
the Hennepin Canal, and Public Build- 
ing Measures Special Orders for Specified 
Days—Legislators Anxious to Wrest the 
Unearned Public Domain from the Rall- 
roads—Inter-State Commerce to the 
Front—National Notes. 


Wasnmorox, D. C., April 19.—[Special. | 
—There is much comment over the refusal of 
the House to give the Navy-Reorganization 
bill a hearing. Mr. Herbert ot Alabama from 
the Committee of Naval Affairs today moved 
to suspend the rules and adopt a resolution 
making the bill to increase the naval establisb- 
ment a continuing special order from Thurs- 
day, April 22, until Tuesday, April 27—on 
which latter day the previous question shall 
be considered as ordered. It excepted, how- 
ever, appropriation bills, prior special orders, 
public-land bills, and private bills Friday, which 
shall not be antagonized. Mr. Herbert ap- 
peaied for a consideration by the House of the 
great question involved in the resolution. Our 
cities by the sea, he said, were absolutely at 
the mercy of any foreign Power. Brazil could 
successfully bombard any city on the Atlan- 
tic coast, while Chili could successfully 
bombard San Francisco, Both parties were 
committed to an inorease of the nasal estab- 
lishment, and on no pretense should the bill 
be allowed to fail, Mr. Morrison of Illinois 
opposed the resolution on the ground that, as 
the bill would be crowded out by the excepted 
measures until the 27th, the House would be 
called upon to vote on a measure which in- 
volved the expenditure of milli ns of dollars 
after but a short debate. Mr. Holman of Indi- 
ana objected to the Naval-Eatablishment bill 
because it would displace measures of greater 


ublic interest—the Land-Forfeiture bills. Mr. 

ayne of Pennsylvania was willing to secure 
anavy whether after long or short debate. 
Mr. Hewitt of New York said that in refusing 
to give a day to the consideration of the Naval- 
Establishment bill, the House would be trifling 
witha grave ana important question. 
country was lamentably deficient in means of 
defense, and it was agrave question today in 
the negotiations wiih foreign countries 
whether the United States could take the 
stand on public questions which the interests 
and dignity of a great country demanded. The 
motion to suspend the rules and adopt the 
resolution was lost—yeas 119, nays 104—not 
two-thirds voting in the affirmative. 

The Democratic members of the committee 
are savagely criticising Morrison for his oppo- 
sition, declaring that the Secretary of the Navy 
has been msulted, and much of the same sort. 
The truth is that the most conservative mem- 
bers on both sides of the House think the sub- 
ject too important to be disposed ot without 
the fullest discussion. Rather than that it 
should be rushed through they preferred to 
have the bill stay on the calendar. Those of 
chis mind, as the voting snowed, were an actual 
minority, but, as the suspension of the rules 
required a two-thirds vote, they were able to 
carry their point. Chairman Herbert offered 
to postpone final action till Thursday, 
but this was looked upon only as 
a makesbift and was not accepted 
by the opponents of the pian to proés the bill 
toavote. The measure is an elaborate one, 
and was most carefully considered in commit- 
tee. Conflicting views were harmonized, the 
Secretary of the Navy was consulted, and it 
came forth as a bill which was satisfactory to 
both Democrats and Republicans on the com- 
mittee. By judicious compromising the tariff 
difficuities were settied and the members 
thought the House should accept their work as 
perfect. Buta determined minority insisted 
that expenditures of such vast proportions 
should be scrutinized minutely, and neces- 
sary the whole naval policy gone over as thor- 
oughly by the House as it had been by the 
committee. 


The Hennepin Canal’s Setback. 


The Hennepin Canal has had a setback. 
Jerry Murphy's Democratic converts did not 
show up in the multitudinous strength that 
was promised, and failure was made of the 
effort to suspend the ruies and fix a day for its 
consideration. This leaves the bill just where 
it bas been for the last six weeks—on the cal- 
endar as unfinished business. When the 
friends of other measures that are on that 
order get ready they may combine with we 
Hennepin people and bring all the unfinished 
business up, in which eventasimple majority 
would pass the Hennepin bill. The vote today 
was 112 ayes to 103 noes on suspending the 
rules—a long way from a two-thirds majority, 
but aslight preponderance in favor of the 
measure. Notallof these are to be taken as 
favorable to the passage of the bul. On the 
Republican side there were several affirmative 
votes which were cast out of esteem for 
Messra. Plumb and Henderson to give the sub- 
ject a hearing. On the other hand, several of 
the supporters of Hennepin were absent. The 
talk heard tonight is that the prospects of the 
bill have been blighted, but there is stilla 
chance to get it through. 

The resolution offered by Murphy on behalf 
of the Railway and Canal Committee was that 
the Hennepin bill be considered by the House 
May 6. This would bave taken it out of the 
Committee of the Whole and would have el- 
lowed the Railway and Canal Committee to in- 
sist on the previous question at any period of 
the debate. Hatch of Missouri objected to 
the whole matter, claiming it would set a very 
dangerous precedent and would lead to legisla- 
tion that would cost the country anywhere 
trom $100,000,000 up. McMillen of Tennessee and 
two or three others objected on general prin- 
ciples, and J. Randoiph Tucker put forward 
the Virginia argument that the proposed canal 
lay wholly within a State and there was no 
power in the Constituuon to authorize its con- 
struction by the General Government. Gen. 
Henderson replied to this argument, claiming, 


“among other things, that the power of Con- 


gress to regulate commerce among the States 
was sufficient. The voting showed that the 
constitutional objection did not have much 
weight, as there were a goodly number from 
the strongholds of the strict constructionists. 
Most of those who, were against the measure— 
notably Browne of Indina—defi them- 
selves as opposed to it on general 
principles. They held that if the Hennepin 
enterprise were encouraged because of its 
merits, other similar but undeserving projects 
could not be held back and Congress would be 
committed to a policy that would bankrupt 
the National Treasury. Many Democrats went 
to Morrison to know what course to take, but 
they got little light. He dodged on the pre- 
liminary questions, but on the test vote paired 
with Hoyle of Pennsylvania, who was opposed 
to the bill. It was noticed that all the members 
of the Rivers and Harbors Committee who 
were present except Gibson of West Virginia 
voted with the Hennepin people. Neverthe- 
legs, the failure to get favorable action will 
jeopardize some portions of the Rivers and 
Harbors appropriations. The supporters of 
Hennepin who have heretofore kept quiet 
whenever a big appropriation was under way 
Will feel more free to express their views. 
A Black Eye for Public Buildings.

An effort was made today to pass under sus- 
pension of the rules the House bill requiring 
the Northern Pacific Railroad Company to pay 
the cost of locating and surveying the lanas 
granted to that railroad, but pending action 
the House adjourned. 

Mr. Crain of Texas today introduced in the 
House a bill to provide for the distribution of 
the proceeds of the sale of the public lands 
among the States and Territories for educa- 
tional purposes.

Mr. Wilfred Blunt Gives Another Series of 
Eviction Outrages. Z 

Lonpon, April 19.—jVia Mackay-Bennett 
Cabie to The Tribune.|—A fortnight ago I 
sent to THE TRIBUNE the results of an inter- 
view with Mr. Wilfred Blunt narrating the 
eviction outrages on the estate of Lord 
ton, an Irish peer. The latter had replied tart- 
ly, disputing many of Mr. Blunt's allegations. 
The latter returned pluckily to the subject and 
gives today more chapters and verses of his 
instances, some of which I select as they came 
from the lips of those evicted. He quotes one 
venerable Celtic patriot thus: 

The Irish peasant is driven further back from 
the good land to the bad, from the plains to the 
mountains, always outwitted by the law, which he 
does not understand. Yet you complain when the 
peasants turn on you and blood is shed. Believe 
me, at the Day of Judgment the poor Irish will not 
be judged by the English law nor by the laws of 
political economy, nor, as I sometimes think, even 
by the Ten Commandments. 

Mr. Blunt then describes how he had been 
last week, while Mr. Gladstone’s debate was 
on, tramping over the barren hilis in the wake 
of 250 men in military uniform, with rifles and 
bayonets, sent out to hunt half a score of the 
very poorest but worthiest of Lord Kingston's 
tenants from their mountain homes. Contin- 
ues Mr. Blunt: 

There could be no deception here about their 
poverty, no pretense of political combination other 
than that given by a long instinct of race preser- 
vation, inherited from centuries of resistance. The 
land league to these peasants, though it has partly 
organized them, has suggested not a new idea of 
home rule to them, but the right to keep their 
homes, and the landiord, with an armed force be- 
hind him, has, in their view, as little title to dis- 
possess them as Alaric had to dispossess the Sena- 
tors of Rome. 

Mr. Blunt interviewed the evicted Pat Rey- 
nolds, aged 69, with his wife, aged 60, and one 
girl, aged 5. The other children, who are in 
America, have sent money till this year for 
rent. The land, comprising six ares (Irish), 


| had belonged to the wife's family for genera- 


tions. She remembered the rent being 
shillings, and later it was 
25. He is evicted now for a half- 
years rent, with costs, £3 158 10d. 
Asked why, with such an exorbitant rent, he 
had not taken his case to the land courts, he 
said it would have been useless, as he could 
not afford it. The cost would hare 
deen £38 or £4. Pat had built twenty- 
nine years ago & stone house, 
42 feet by 14; value, £50. His movables were 
two goats, three sucking pigs, and furniture, 
say £5; hay, say £3. His debts amounted to 
£20, principally to pay the rent. But for his 
children in America he could not have lived. 
Their failure this year to send money caused 
his evicuon. 

The next eviction tenant questioned was 
Bridget Lee, aged 40 years, with five children. 
Her husband went to America thirteen years 
ago and has sent the rent regularly since then 
till this year. The last money received from 
bim was £3 in October. Her rent was £5 
10s for six poor acres. Sbe was evicted for a 
half-year’s rent, the possessions being two 
cows, a yearling calf, and twogoats. She owes 
to banks £9, to the shop £14, for children’s 
clothes £4, and to the neighbors for seed 
oats 16 shillings. The enormous rent charged 
to this woman, says Mr. Blunt, is four times its 
value in England. It has been due to the fact 
of the husband making money in America, and 
to this, too, is due the credit given to her. 

Another case was that ot Charies Ward, 
aged 60 years, who bas a wife and four daugh- 
ters at home, and two daughters and a son in 
Awerica.

GREECE KEEP STILL, 


The Athenians Pluckily Debate the Ques- 
tion of Calling Out Fresh Reserves— 
Opinions of the English Newspapers on 
the Cable War—The Fire Still Raging at 
Stry and Many People Killed—Ugly Talk 
Between Germany and France—Onward 
March of the Cholera, 

LonponN, April 20.—Engiand has sent a cir- 
cular to the Powers proposing that if Greece 
does not disarm the Powers cease diplomatic 
relations with her and blockade the Greek 
ports. 

ATHENS, April 19.—The Greek Government 
is debating the question of summoning fresh 
reserves and making an effective frontier force 
of 100,000 men. Greek troops are being pushed 
to the front as rapidly as possibie. 

M. de Butzow, the Russian Minister to 
Greee, has departed for Lividis to see the 
Czar, in pursuance of urgent orders from his

The Cable War—English Views on the Great 
Break in Rates. 

Lonpon, April 19.—[Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune.]—Toward the ciose of 
business on the Stock Excbange Saturday 
evening an announcement was made that 
Messrs. Field, Gould, and Pender and the At- 
lantic Cable Companies had issued placards 
and circulars announcing the reduction of rates 
to sixpence per word from| this side and 12 
cents from the American side. A rush then 


set in to sell cable stocks. This morning's two 
daily financial papers have leaders on the sub- 
ject. The Financial News says: 


This isa plain and emphatic declaration of war 
by the four companies which form the pool against 
the Mackay-Bennett Cable. From the amount of 
their respective capital of £12,000,000, against that 
of £1,500,000 upon which their antagonists have to 
pay interest, it is evident that at first sight the ad- 
vantage rests with the Commercial Cable, but this 
advantage is to some extent neutralized by the 
fact that the directors of the pooled compa- 
nies can carry on the war with other 
people's mgney, while Messrs. Mackay and Ben- 
nett have to carry it on with theirown. The ob- 
ject is perfectly clear. With their inflated capital 
and their heavy expenses the old companies can- 
not make what they consider an adequate return 


at is 8d per word. They grumbled when, 
on the completion of the Mackay-Bennett 
cables, the rate was reduced from 50 


cents per word to that figure, but they accepted 
the situation and apparentiy desired to give it a 
fair trial. With the results they are dissatisfied, 
and so now they endeavor to put on the screws and 
use asixpenny rate asa lever to compel Messrs. 
Mackay and Bennett to put up the rates against the 
public. On the other hand, the latter have deeply 
pledged themselves to provide the public with an 
efficient service at moderate rates, and it is on the 
strength ot this tacit pledge that a large part of 
the business of their lines has been built up. 
Whether they can be drivento do what of their 
awn accord they have refused to do remains to be 
seen. We doubtit and in declaring war the di- 
rectors of the pooled companies incur & grave re- 
sponsibility toward their sharebolders. 

The Telegraph in ite money article says: 

The Anglo-American telegraphs were depressed 
by a notification which will be found below of a 
sixpenny tarif—in other words, war to the knife 
against the Mackay-Bennett cable. Such a rate 
for messages is, of course, ruinous to all con- 
cerned, and for that reason the shareholders may 
perhaps hope that it will not be long maintained.

The Oregon Inquiry—Witnesses Who Saw 
the Unknown Schooner — The Bulkhead 
Doors Would Not Shut. 

LIVERPOOL, April 18.—The testimony was 
continued yesterday on the Oregon inquiry. 
The table was filled with diagrams of all pos- 
sible parts of the Oregon's bull, most especial- 
ly of the nine watei-tight bulkheads. It is 
now clearly established that an officer called a 
boilermaker on the day she left the Mersey and 
saw in full order the door—which being open- 
ed caused the inflow of water—at the forward 
end of the boiler room on the port side leading 
to the passage of No. à compartment. It then 
sild readily into the centre grooves, being per- 
fectly moved by the pinion in a vertical shaft 
working into two racks. It also transpired 
that on the day of sailing the Captain exer- 
cised the crew in boat, fire, pump, and bulk- 
head drill. It appears that one of the lookouts 
on the forecastie saw the white light and an- 
other the green light. The man on the bow saw 
an unknown vessel carry away three rails on the 
Oregon's port bow, and the jibboom of the col- 
liding vessel carried away and damaged the 
Oregon's The quartermaster on duty 
is prepared to testify that be was in the steer- 
ing-bouse, and went out on deck some littie 
distance to the rail, and saw the flare-up light 
a pointand a half from the bow and very close. 
He went up on the port rail, between the first 
and second boats, numbered even on one side 
and odd onthe other. The vessel struck the 
Oregon while he wason the rail. She swept 
past nim and he could see that she was an or- 
dinary three-masted schooner. From what he 
saw of ber she appeared to be deeply laden. 
After the vessel had got astern be saw a bright 
light, which he judged wasin her mizzen rig- 
ging.

VIENNA, April 19.—The fire at Stry is.still 
raging. The situation there is appalling. Thou- 
sands of the inkabitants are bankrupt. The 
charred remains of many Victims have already 
been dug out of the ruins. The Mayor of the 
town bas sent a telegram to Lemberg asking 
that troops be sent to Stry with appliances to 
extinguish the fire. The damage is estimated 
at several million florins. The total number 
of dead is now forty. Most of the victims were 
children. 

When the fire at Stry had reached its hight 
the prisons were opened, but the authorities 
had delayed the release of the prisoners too 
long and fourteen of the unfortunate inmates 
were burned to death. In the suburbs of tne 
town all was confusion. The peasants looted 
houses and shops after conflicts witn their 
owners, some of whom, in their despair, com- 
mitted suicide. The gale was so severe that 
sparks were carried three miles and set fire to 
a number of huts occupied by the peasantry. 
The Emperor has donated $2,500 for the relief 
of the sufferers. 

The latest estimates of the fatalities at Stry 
are placed at 100, including fifty children sup- 
posed to have been burned to death in a school- 
bouse. When the fire commenced the bulk of 
the inhabitants were absent at a féte, and on 
their return they were 80 completely dazed by 
the calamity that the conflagration was al- 
lowed to proceed unchecked. 

BERLIN, April 19.—The North German Gazette 
admits that the feeiing in France against Ger- 
many has created a similar feeling in Germany 
against France, and warns France that her offi- 
cial relations will suffer if the anti-French 
feeling in Germany be much further aroused. 

The exports irom Germany to the United 
States during the first quarter of 1886 amounted 
to $2,625,000 more than the same period of 
1885, 

The heaviest Krupp gun ever made, weigh- 
ing seventy tons, thirty feet long, and throw- 
ing a shell weighing 784 pounds, has just been 
mounted. 

MADRID, April 19.—The Bishop of Madrid, 
who was shot several times yesterday by a 
priest, has died of his injuries.

IN AND ABOUT NEW YORK. 


JAKE SHARP AND HIS OWN LITTLE 
(QUIET INVESTIGATION. 


It Is Said He Will Bring Charges Against 
the Aldermen of 1885 and 1886 in the 
Matter of Bribe-Taking—The Speedy 
Dissolution of the County Democracy 
Prophesied—Ald. Jaehne and Inspector 


Byrnes—Mr. Smart’s Disappearance— 
Morosini’s Daughter to Go to Paris. 

New York, April 19.—[Special.]—It was said 
today that Jacob Sharp is pursuing a quiet in- 
vestigation of his own, and that when the Dis- 
trict Attorney has finished his struggle with 
the 1884 Aidermen he will be called upon by 
Mr. Sharp to indict the Aldermen of 1885 and 
1886 who voted for the cabie-railroad schemes. 
Mr. Sharp, it is further said, will have abun- 
dant evidence that the Aldermen of this and 
last year who voted away the cabie-railroad 
franchise were bribed, and that in the eyes of 
the law they are as guilty of the crime 
of bribe-taking as the Aldermen who voted 
away the Broad wuy Surface franchise. 

Mr. Hubert O. Thompson still desires to be 
recognized as the leader of the County Democ- 
racy forces, nothwithstanding the bad black 
eye which that organization has received 
owing to the exposure of the boodle-men in its 
ranks. It is undoubtedly true that he has lost 
much of his favor and prestige, and 
that his lieutenants are up in arms 
against him secretly, :1f not openly, and many 
members of the organization declare taat long 
before election-day the entire County Demoo- 
racy party will cease to exist, and that a new 
party, composed of disaffected Tammanyites 
and the wreck of the County Democracy, will 
be erected for battle against Tammany and tae 
Republicans. 

It is now said that- Ald. De Lacy’s disappear- 
ance can be accounted for from the fact that he 
knew too much and that it was feared if he 
remained here and was forced to trial he 
would make it unpleasant for Thompson and 
Keenan. It is said to be a fact that Ald. 
De Lacy was really in no great hurry to leave 
this city, and that if not advised by an official 
high in authority to go away he would have re- 
mained here, submitted to arrest and in- 
dictment, and stood his trial. It was very 
necessary for Mr. Thompson’s peace of mind 
that the Alderman should absent himself, and 
he showed his gratitude to Mr. Thomp- 
son for past favors by exiling im- 
self from the land of his adoption 
and thus appearing in the eyes of the public as 
a self-confessed bribe-taker. Mr. Thompson's 
intimate friends say that it is positively untrue 
that he has had anything to do with the Broad- 
way matter, and that be is today a poor man 
without any hope for the future. 

Friends of Ald. Jaehne are telling a queer 
story about his association with Inspector 
Byrnes. When Jaebne was arrested the In- 
spector said that he had been working for a 
year and a half in order to get from Jaehne a 
confession concerning his connection with the 
Broadway steal. Jaehne at once denounced that 
story as false but gave no explanation of his 
relations with the Inspector. It is now said 
for him that about the time of the granting of 
the Broadway franchise the Inspector took a 
lively interest in the matter. He knew 
Jachne as a “fence,” or receiver of stolen 
goods, and calculated that this knowledge 
would serve him to further his ends. He went 
according to these spokesmen for Jachne to 
the Alderman, and telling him that he knew 
that boodle was to be divided in the Broadway 
matter, desired to know where he (the In- 
spector) oame in.“ It is not stated whether 
the Inspector received any part of the boodle. 
but Jaehne’s friends smile and shake their 
heads in a queer way when they reach that 
partof the story. Inspector Byrnes denounces 
the story as a malicious fabrication and says 
that Jaehne and his friends will do everything 
in their power to annoy bim. 

The Produce Exchange had a mystery today. 
As the story ran, D. R. Smart came to New 
York from Kansas City last October and 
bought a membership in the Produce Ex- 
change. He was to be the New York repre- 
sentative of George Fowler & Son, the third 
biggest pork-packing firm in the country, his 
chief duties being to make contracts for ocean 
shipment of goods forwarded east from Kan- 
sas City. About Christmas he dipped into the 
wheat market and made money in big piles. 
Within thirty days ne was said to have made 
$1C€0,000 clear. Last Friday he was at his office, 

Room No. 28, in the Kemble Building, corner 
Stone and Whitehall streets, but bas not been 
there since. George J. Fowler, who has charge 
of the business in Kansas City, bas grrived. 
He was at the office in the Kemble Building to- 
day. He had so far, he said, been able only to 
make a superficial examination of Smart's 
accounts, but he was inclined to believe 
that Smart’s accounts failed to . bDal- 
ance by about $35,000. Smart had 
been in their employ for five or six 
years, had always been found reliable and 
strictly honest, and had been granted much li- 
cense in the conduct of the firm’s New York 
affairs. Smart is a New-Englander, 40 years 
ola. He married a young woman who beiongs 
to a well-known Boston family. His friends 
on the Produce Exchange insist that a tem- 
porary absense from the exchange floor is no 
good ground for suspicions against him, and 
they aver that this absence is the only evi- 
dence against him. He does not owe a cent on 
the exchange. It is said he recently bought 
securities that could be used in Europe. 

Ex-Ald. Waite, the informer member of 
the 1884 Board of Aldermen, was hastily re- 
moved from Assistant District-Attorney Nicoll’s 
apartments last night and sent up town, in 
charge of Detective Frinok, to retired quarters, 
The men upon whom Waite is said to have 
„ gquealed began making it so unpleasant for 
him that a secret and hasty removal was ne- 
cessary. Waite lives in constant fear of as- 
sasination or kidnaping. 

Ald. Jachne will be the first one of the al- 
leged bribe-takers to be tried, and it is expect- 
ed that the case will come up Monday, May 3.

TRADE AND COMMERCE OF CHICAGO. 

The twenty-eighth annual report on the 
trade and commerce of this city, made to the 
Board of Trade by its Secretary, is just issued. 
It is the second effort (in this direction) by 
the present. incumbent of the office, Mr. 
George F. Stone, and bears the marks of a 
patient endeavor to present a report which 
should be acknowledged as a great improve- 
ment upon any former issue. The Secretary 
has perhaps dealt with the commerce and 
finances of the Nation a little more fully 
than some of his constituents may think to be 
strictly germane to the subject announced, 
but they cannot truthfully deny that he 
has done well all that he undertook to do. 
Evidently he has as full faith in the future 
of Chicago as had any of the statisticians of 
her earlier days who were laughed at because 
they ventured to predict less than half of the 
growth which the city has attained today. 
He sees in the Western States, including 
Texas and Colorado, and even the Ter- 
ritory of Dakota, facts and conditions 
that warrant us in standing amazed 
at the future which is spread out be- 
fore this favored City of Chicago, situ- 
ated at the head of a mighty chain of in- 
land seas, whose waters could float the com- 
merece of a continent, and which by the Cre- 
ator seem evidently designed for a highway 
along which to distribute the multiform prod- 
ucts of an immense region, and in return to 
supply the varied wants that an ever-increas- 
ing civilization demands.” Every well-inform- 
ed citizen of Chicago will cordially admit 
“‘Them’s my sentiments.” But some of 
them may be disposed to think that Mr. 
Stone is slightly overstating the conditions of 
the case when he writes: The Nation in- 
sists that her dearly purchased benefits, 
treasured up in the eventful period of more 
than 100 years, shall be extended to the 
humblest citizen and to the last emigrant 
upon her shores, whether he be Celt or 
Saxon, of whatever clime or kindred, pro- 
vided he bring an honest, courageous, and 
industrious endeavor to become worthy of 
the incentives and blessings of the grandest 
country and the most beneficent Govern- 
ment.” A considerable part of this state- 
ment is open to the objection that it cannot 
be found in the original Constitution of the 
United States or in any of the amendments 
thereto, and its value in a work professing 
to be statistical may well be called in ques- 
tion. 

This, however, is merely preamble. The 
book itself contains a vast mass of informa- 
tion, and no small portion of itis of a class 
that has not found its way into previous is- 
sues of reports to the Chicago Board of 
Trade. Those who are familiar with the 
facts in the case know that under the new 
régime the statistics of the board are careful- 
ly kept, the result being an accuracy not to be 
found in the work of some former years. 
And the daily and weekly summaries, to 
which this has reference, are well digested 
into the annual volume. The footings of its 
principal tables, showing the magnitude of 
our business in produce, are given in another 
column. ‘Those figures and the remarks of 
the Secretary in his report may be studied 
with advantage, especially by those who

PUBLIC LANDS AND PARTY CAPIF 
TAL. 

Washington dispatches say that the Dem- 
crats, divided and demoralized on the tariff, 
silver, and financial questions, look to the 
public-land issue as the one that will make 
them party capital.” It is never too late 
to mend, and the present is an opportune 
time for the Democratic party to reverse the 
policy it introduced of voting away millions 
of acres of the public domain to private cor- 
porations. This practice was distinctly Dem- 
ocratic in its origin, and the worst that can 
be said of the Republicans is that they fol- 
lowed an example which the Democrats had 
established as a Governmental policy prior to 
1860. Previous to Lincoln’s Administration 
the Democrats voted away over 27,000,000 
acres of the best land in the United States, 
including two and a half millions of 
acres in Illinois, to railroad corpora- 
tions. The most of this land was in the 
richest agricultural section in the Union and 
was of much greater value than the alkali 
deserts of the West afterwards voted away 
by Republican Congresses. The Republicans 
granted a great many more acres than the 
Democrats, but in the former case much of 
the land was practically valueless, mere wa- 
terless desert, while in the latter it was 
taken from the choicest agricultural portions 
in the whole country. When the land is 
measured by its actual value, and not merely 
by acreage, it is an even question which party 
deserves the greater condemnation, except 
that the Democrats introduced the evil and 
the Republicans continued it till 1872, and 
then stopped off short. 

But altho the Democrats led in the policy 
of granting public lands to private corpora- 
tions, it is gratifying to learn that they are 
willing now to follow in the Republican effort 
to correct these monstrous abuses. Almost 
all the pending bills for the forfeiture of 
railroad land grants were drawn and reported 
by Republicans, and they will receive the 
practically unanimous support of the Repub- 
lican members of the House. The issue is 
very simple. The lands were granted to the 
railroads.on certain conditions, and where 
these terms have not been complied with in 
good faith it is the duty of Congress to re- 
store the grants to the publie domain. But it 
is said that while these bills will receive the 
support of both parties in the House they 
will run a great risk of defeat in the Senate; 
and in the hope of bringing about just such a 
conflict between the two Houses the Demo- 
crats are engaged in a sinister effort to adopt 
measures so extreme and unjust that the 
Senators will be compelled to oppose them. 
Their real purpose is not to forfeit land 
grants, but to make party capital for the 
Congressional elections in the fall by 
it to appear that the Democratic House fayors

THE FURNITUREMAKERS SIRIKE. 

At the regular Sunday meeting of the 
Trades and Labor Assembly Mr. W. E. 
Tomson, one of the members, characterized 
the recent strike of the 400 employés of F. 
Mayer & Co., furniture manufacturers, for 
twelve hours’ pay for eight hours’ work, as 
a severe blow to the eight-hour movement,” 
and intimated that manufacturers would re- 
gard it as a feeler.” Mr. Tomson would 
have been more accurate in his statement 
had he said that manufacturers would regard 
it as a notice to close their works. The 
strike in question has had this effect upon 
the Mayer establishment, and 400 men are 
now idle, and under the same circumstances 
all others would have to close. 

The employés of Mayer & Co. are for- 
eigners. Their extraordinary action makes 
it altogether probable that they are Commu- 
nists. At first the program of the working- 
men was for eight hours’ work with eight 
hours’ pay. Then they began to change it 
to eight hours’ work for ten hours’ pay. The 
Mayer workingmen went even beyond this. 
‘They not only demanded eight hours’ work 
after May 1, but an advance of 20 per cent on 
their present ten-hour wages, to take effect 
immediately. They want twelve hours’ pay 
for eight hours’ work. Under the circum- 
stances all that the Mayer company could do 
was to close the works, for if they had ac- 
ceded to this extraordinary demand it would 
only be a question of a short time before 
they would be in bankruptcy. Furniture- 
makers in surrounding towns would under- 
sell them and run them out of the market. 

This may be ealled an exceptional case, 
but, coming back to the general program of 
ten hours’ pay for eight hours’ work, an im- 
portant question presents itself—namely: the 
loss involved and who is to bear it. To the 
proposition of eight hours’ work with eight 
hours’ pay there has been but little objection 
made by employers, though even then 
there would be a loss of from 5 to 8 per cent 
occasioned by idle capital, idle machinery, 
idle steam power for two hours each day. 
But this loss they had generally decided to 
bear as best they could. But with eight 
hours’ work and ten hours’ pay there is a loss 
of more than 25 per cent in wages and idle 
time of the machinery and steam power. 
Now, who is to bear this loss ? 

It is evident at the very outset that the 
manufacturer cannot. If he should under- 
take to do it he would soon find himseif 
ruined, He can’t pay 20 per cent more 
wages for nothing besides keeping his plant 
idle two more hours per day. The loss must 
fall on the purchasers of the goods, It will 
be spread out over the consumers. All em- 
ployers will advance the price of their prod- 
ucts to offset the extra cost of labor and loss 
from idle machinery. Fewer products will 
be made, because the rise in price will check 
sales. If it is a house, the loss will be felt 
by the owner in the profits and by the tenant 
in his increased rents. If it is furniture, 
those who buy the furniture must pay the 
loss. That is, they must pay each one of the 
workingmen for two hours of idle time after 
working hours. But among the consumers 
are the workingmen themselves. They must 
help pay the loss, and the rest of the com- 
munity, including the farmers, will have to 
stand the remainder. The wageworkers will 
be compelled to face the increased cost of liv- 
ing and the decreased purchasing power of 
their money, and we fear they will find less 
employment by reason of the inability of the 
farmers and others to buy commodities so 
much dearer, for the more costly are goods 
the less of them can be purchased by the 
public, 1 


PLUMAGE AND SONG BIRD SLAUGH- 
‘ TER. 

About seven years ago a profligate woman 
appeared at a ball in Paris wearing a stuffed 
bird as one of the ornaments of her bonnet. 
She had no thought of starting a new fash- 
ion; she aimed only to make herself con- 
spicuous for the passing hour; but her wan- 
ton freak has since found millions of imita- 
tors among all classes of women on two con- 
tinents. Linnets, orioles, hummingbirds, 
woodpeckers, bullfinches, canaries, snow- 
birds, mockingbirds, sparrows, blue-jays, rob- 
ins, blackbirds, and even canvasback ducks 
are in demand, no species being safe except 
those whose weight is too great for them to be 
carried as headgear. An enormous slaugh- 
ter of song and plumage birds has been nec- 
essary to meet the demand of this barbarous 
fashion. Seventy thousand white curlews 
were delivered in New York in four months’ 
time. Competent authorities estimate that 
for several years past there has been an an- 
nual slaughter of 5,000,000 song-birds in this 
country alone, and Mr. G. E. Gordon, Presi- 
dent of the American Humane Society, says 
it will take three generations of mankind to 
restore the birds to the number and condition 
of four years ago. The chimney swallow is 
about the only bird exempt from hter, 
but the chief demand of the mill is for 
meadow-larks, snowbirds, cedarbirds, blue- 
birds, robins, mockingbirds, sparrows, and 
terns. The latter species has been almost 
exterminated, and scarcely a specimen can 
now be found along the Atlantic coast from 


laid under tribute, and men and boys armed 
with cheap shotguns have ravaged fields and 
forests in every part of the country, creating 
a havoc to gratify idiotic vanity that cannot 
be repaired within the lifetime of any man 
now living. | 
Fortunately there has come at last a re- 
bellion against this fashion so revolting in its 
nature and odious in its origin. Oddly 
enough, the protest is led by women and has 
broken forth simultaneously in the fashiona- 
ble cireles of the East and in the agricultural 
States of the West, societies being already 
formed in both sections to discourage the 
wearing of dead birds as ornaments. Doubt- 
less this action has been stimulated bj, the 
widely-published assertion that some birds are 
skinned alive to preserve the full beauty of 
their plumage, and even ultra-fashionable 
women do not feel that they should be re- 
quired to sport trophies of cruelty among 
their personal decorations. Indignant nat- 
uralists declare that the taste which author- 
izes the wearing of bird carcasses as orna- 
ments is essentially the same as that of the 
savage who rejoices in a display of scalp- 
locks. Savages, however, wear only feath- 
ers as articles of adornment, and when 
they carry about the bodies of birds or ro- 
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praved taste of a Parisian courtesan and bas 
caused a fearful havoc among the songsters 
of the field and forest. In consequence of 
its rage the warblers are disappearing from 
the groves and the sweetest music of sum- 
mer days is becoming silenced. 

There is another aspect of the bird slaugh- 
ter which certainly demands attention, and 
that is the injury to farm crops through the 
unchecked ravages of insects. It has been 
estimated that the death of every insect-eat- 
ing bird means a loss of four bushels of 
grain. This estimate may be very wide of 
the mark and founded only on guess-work, 
but it is certainly true in some degree; and if 
the injury to crops is only one-fourth as great 
as stated the damage must be considered ap- 
palling when at least § 000,000 birds are 
slaughtered every year. The farmers ought 
to be aroused to the importance of keeping 
the bird-hunters off their premises. Legisla- 
tors cannot attack a female fashion, however 
senseless or revolting it may be, but they 
ought to provide penalties for the wanton de- 
struction of song-birds. ‘The massacre of the 
birds may soon prove a very serious matter, 
and the Audubon societies should not be left 
to combat the evil single-handed. 


IX his letter to the St. Louis Citizens’ Com- 
mittee refusing to arbitrate the difficulties 
with the strikers Mr. Hoxie says:

So far, then, as either the public or 
this company is concerned the need of a re- 
sumption of traffic cannot be urged as a reason 
for the appointment of the committee sug- 
gested. 

Now when this statement is put in con- 
trast with the resolution adopted by a mass- 
meeting of St. Louis business-men it is ap- 
parent somebody is straining the truth be- 
yond all reason. ‘The citizens said: ~ 

The trade and commerce of the City of St. 
Louis and the inter-State commerce through 
St. Louis to and from all of the trade points of 
the Missouri Pacific and of tne St. Louis, Iron 
Mountain & Southern Railways have been 
for over a month and still are obstructed, with 
no immediate sign of said roads compiying 
with or being able to comply with their duty 
to the public as common carriers—and this 
through the present embarrassment of tecb- 
nical, apparently, rather than a real impedi- 
ment—thereby stagnating commeéroe, closing 
manufactories, biockading needed daily sup- 
plies of fuel and the necessaries of life, to 
the great and general detriment not alone of 
merchants and manufacturers, but of citizens 
in every vocation of life, threatening perma- 
nent loss of trade and commercial injury to 
the city. 

The merchants, manufacturers, and ship- 
pers of St. Louis are certainly in a position 
to know whether the trausportation lines 
reaching into that city from the Southwest 
are in satisfactory operation or not. They 
are on the ground, they are directly inter- 
ested in raising the blockade, and have every 
motive to inquire into the facts and no in- 
ducement to overstate them. Yet, instead éf 
accepting Mr. Hoxie’s assurance that the 
Missouri Pacific and Iron Mountain Roads 
were open for business, the citizens’ commit- 
tee appealed to the directors of these roads 
to overrule Hoxie’s decision and consent to 
an arbitration of difficulties. Under these 
circumstances the general public will be im- 
pressed with a belief that the citizens’ com- 
mittee has stated the facts with greater truth 
and fairness than the railroad managers. 


Eanps’ Tehuantepec ship-railway boodle job 
is showing itself again in the House, and it 
is plain that Reagan and Gibson are receiving 
the assistance of a powerful lobby. It is said 
the bill has a number of advocates, and a de- 
termined effort will be made to pass it. If 
so,a number of Congressmen may as well 
prepare to retire to private life. This entire 
scheme is visionary and impracticable at best, 
but the people in all parts of the country are 
strongly prejudiced against it and regard it 
as another Crédit Mobilier job to furnish fat 
Government contracts for an engineering 
company and its Congressional friends. 
Scarcely any evidence has been produced to 
show the character of the proposed work or 
its probable cost, but Congress is asked to be- 
gin voting away millions for a ship-railway 
route which has not yet been even surveyed. 
Private capitalists have so little confidence 
in the scheme that they will not even ad- 
vance the money to make a preliminary sur- 
vey. It is certain that if the Panama Canal 
should be completed the Eads scheme would 
be valueless and all the money put into it 
wasted. De Lesseps claims his route will 
be completed by 1889, and it would certainly 
be the part of prudence to wait further de- 
velopments in that direction before the 
United States attempts a scheme that will be 
worthless when the Panama Canal is con- 
structed. The ship-canal project smacks 
strongly of jobbery and boodle. Congress- 
men who favor it must expect to retire from 
public life or at least convince their constitu- 
ents that they hold no stock in the construc- 
tion company. 


Mr. C. F. KImMBALL’s observations con- 
trasiing the circumstances of the working 
classes in Germany with those of German im- 
migrants in the United States and the discon- 
tent of the latter will strike very many people 
as pertinent and forcible. Mr. Kimball has 
spent over a year in Stuttgart as Consul for 
the United States Government, and appears to 
have made the condidons and circumstances 
of the peopie a study. The working people 
there, be says, barely subsist. The men work 
for 86 cents per day. In order to support 
their families the husband and wife have to 
work all day long. They cannot afford to idle. 
There are no drones, Yet they appear to be 
happy and contented, notwithstanding the 
scant wages and long hours. It strikes him 
as curious that when these people come to the 
United States and get $1.50, $2, and $3 per day 
they become discontented and strike for more 
wages and shorter bours. He has probabiy 
been reading the New York Evening Post, 
which asserts that the men who have been 
distributing hand-bills and bearing placards 
libeling New York employers and ordering 
that they be boycotted are Germans who can- 
not speak English, and who are not many 
years from the old country, presumably. In 
Berlin, or Vienna, or Stuttgart, as the Post re- 
marks, these people would be in jail five min- 
utes after their offensive placards and hand- 
bilis appeared. They apparently mistake liberty 
for license in America. 


Messrs. Rrrrer and Horst, St. Louis 
butchers, may be in as great luck as Mrs. Gray 
in New York, or a butcher lately boycotted in 
this city.

ANOTHER session of the Legislature should 
not pass without some effort to enact a law 
limiting the powers of suburban school di- 
rectors. The recent reports in THe TRIBUNE 
concerning the schemes of those worthies, 
their power for mischief, which they freely 
use, and the schemes of extravagance and job- 
bery which they connect with the name of edu- 
canon call for some effective preventive 
measures. They can tax to the extent of 7 
per cent on the assesement—2 per cent for 
educational purposes, 5 per cent for building 
purposes. In some cases they exceed the limit, 
In the suburban districts, particularily those 
which are peopled by the overfiow from the 
manufacturing districts of the city, the prop- 
erty is owned mostly by non-residents, 
and the school officers are largely U- 
literate foreigners who do not own any- 
thing. The management of the schools 
is bad, the expenditures are unreasonable and 
extravugant, and every opportunity to steal is 
eagerly availed of by some cunning officials. 
Directorships and trusteeships are bonanzas 
to be fougbt for with knives and pistols, as 
was the case last Saturday in two districts of 
the Town of Lake. The most unblushing 
frauds are practiced at the elections, which are 
all held under the old patent-affidavit law.

CHARLESTON, S. C., is boasting herself 
over Portland, Me., and with good reason, in 
ihe matter of soberness and good behavior. 
In Portland last year there were 1,320 persons 
arrested for offenses of various kinds growing 
out of the use of liquor, while in Charleston 
there were but 177 arreste for drunkenness 
and 312 for disorderly conduct, thougu Charles- 
ton bas a larger population. The difference 
seems to be very considerable, but does not 
appear so when it is taken into consideration 
that Portland is a prohibition city and Charles- 
ton is not. Were probibition as strictly carried 
out in the latter as in the former she would 
have more arrests for drunkenness. The 
figures not only show that prohibition does 
not prohibit, but that where it is the law 
drunkenness flourisbes to an extent that is 
very mortifying to cities where it is not pro- 
hibited, 


LONDON had 373 cases of hydrophobia in 
1885—more than one for every day in the year. 
Still there are people who say dogs never really 
go mad, 


THERE is one result of the proposed eight- 
hour system which workingmen perhaps have 
not sufficiently considered. The agitation of this 
movement is confined to large cities. It might 
be said that itis largely confined to Chicago, 
which is the principal centre of labor agitation 
in this country, as itis of Communistic agita- 
tion. Elsewhere it does not attract anything 
like the attention it does here. In the great 
agricultural population of the country there 
are no “ Knights of Labor,” no labor organr 
zations against capital, no agitation for eight 
hours’ work with ten or twelve hours’ pay. In 
the towns and villages of the country there are 
none. Chicago, like every other great city, has 
an outlying constituency of several bundred 
small towns within a radius of two or three 
hundred miles, unvezed by wage combinations 
against employers. When the eight-hour sys- 
tem is put in operation in this city these towns 
will be ina position to underbid Chicago and 
to drain away a great deal of her productive 
industry. As work will be done on the old sys- 
tem so much cheaper than in the cities under 
the new, orders will go there to be filied when- 
ever possibie. This is what happened twenty 
years ago during the short period the eight- 
hour-work-ten-hour-pay system lasted in 
Chicago. 


Tue political outlook in Michigan is such 
as to indicate that the lively partisans of that 
State have prefixed a con“ to the Fusion 
movement. 


Mr. P. J. TyNan, the alleged No. 1 of the 
Dublin Invincibles (the organization of assas- 
ins who planned the Phenix Park murders), 
has been interviewed in New York concerning 
Mr. Gladstone’s home-rule proposals. He is 
dissatisfied with them, as might be expected, 
and “emphatically pronounces peaceful agita- 
tion a fallure.“ The Irish people, he says, have 
been deluded in following Mr. Parnell. What- 
ever is gained from England for Ireland must 
be “wrung” from the former country 
“through her fears.“ Thus Mr. Tynan No.

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Scope and Design of Senator Sherman'n 
Measure. l 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 19.— Senator Sher- 
man has offered a substitute for the Arbitra- 
tion bill which was passed by the House. This 
substitute defers all provision for arbitranon 
until a preliminary investigation can be con- 
cluded, It intrusts the investigation to a com- 
mission of twelve—namely: two Senators to 


be appointed by the President of the Senat 

three members of the House to be — 
pointed by the Speaker, and seven civil- 
jans, not more than four of either political 
party, to be appointed by the President and 
confirmed by the Senate, and to be selected tor 
superior intelligence as to industrial and labor- 
ing interests. This commission is empowered 
to investigate, not merely the recent strikes at 
the West, but all the various controversies 
that bave arisen or are likely to arise between 
employers and employed.“ Unlike the House 
bill, it does not look to controversies between 
railway companies and their employers ex- 
clusively, but embraces an investigation of 
matters concerning labor employed by corpora- 
tions, associations, or private individuals, 
whether engaged in transportation, manufac- 
tures, mining, or other industrial enterprises. 

At first thought, it may seem that the field 
of inquiry is so vast that nothing can be done 
by the commission of practical value. If the 
object is to obtain a report as to the number 
and magnitude of labor disturbances, their 
causes, and the rights and wrongs of each, the 
commission might sit for an eternity, and they 
would never find time to investigate fully the 
controversies which at any point had arisen, 
to say nothing of the much larger class like- 
ly to arise.“ A Senator of Mr. Sherman's ex- 
perience bas not proposed an inquiry so futile 
and fruitless. wne very breadth of the field 
embraced suggests that his aim is to have 
submitted to Oo not a vo- 
luminous statement of historical facts, 
mostiy valueless, but a plan of reme- 
dies calculated to meet the emergencies 
which have already arisen or may hereafter 
arise. The key of the bill is in the last clause 
of the third section: The commission shall 
report at the opening of the next session such 
measure or measures as in its judgment may 
be expedient and within the constitutional 
power of Congress to adopt for the decision 
and settlement of such controversies.” 

The grave objection to the House bill is that 
its constitutionality is doubtful. As there was 
no body of persons interested to oppose -the 
measure in the House this difficulty was not 
considered, but it has been uxderstood that 
the matter would be found a serious obstacle 
in the Senate. The language of Senator Sher- 
man’s bill, offered as a substitute, appears to 
indicate that he has grave doubts at leust 
whetber the measure passed by the House is 
within the constitutional power of Congress. 
If it is liabie to be held unconstitutional and 
void, the measure would in that event do no 
good, but waste valuable time. It may well 
be supposed, too, that Senator Sherman hopes 
to see a broader and more practically effective 
measure matured by a competent commission 
after six months of inquiry. The House bill is 
narrow in its scope. There is no clear reason 
why labor engaged in transportation should 
have the care of Congress rather than other 
labor; no reason why capital employed in 
transportation should be especially favored by 
measures for the settlement of disputes to the 
exclusion of other capital. Fairness requires 
that, if Congress has power to provide a meas- 
ure for the relief of any labor or of any capi- 
tal, it should provide a measure helpful to all 
labor and all capital alike. 


THAT BLESSED BABY. 


A Great Fight for Its Possession. 
Prrrsnund, Pa., April 17.—The most cele- 
brated baby case in the world, so far as the 
courts are concerned—viz., the Meyer-Bauer 
baby—bas not yet ceased creating trouble. Mrs. 
Meyer got the baby at the City Poor Farm a 


day or two aiter Mrs. Bauer gave birth to it. 
When Mrs. Bauer regained her heaith she 
sought her baby, found it, but Mrs. Meyer in- 
dignantly denied that it was Mrs. Bauer’s baby; 
that she had herself given birth to it. Mra. Bauer 
entered proceedings by habeas corpus to recov- 
er her child. Mrs. Meyer won, Judge White 
dismissing the petition and deciding that it was 
Mrs. Meyer's offspring. Then Mra Bauer sued 
Mrs. Meyer tor perjury in the habeas corpus 
proceeding, convicied her, and Mra. Meyer was 
sent a year tothe workhouse. Mrs. Bauer re- 
newed the habeas-corpus proceedings, and 
Judge White on this second hearing reversed 
his former decision and awarded the baby to 
Mrs. Bauer. A stormy scene took place in the 
court upon the announcement of this decision, 
Henry Meyer, the husband of Mrs. Meyer, hav- 
ing so artfully deceived by his wife that 
he actually believed that it was his own child, 
declining to give up the infant until it was 
taken from him by tipstaves by order of the 
court. Then he demanded that the clotnes it 
wore be instantiy given to him. Judge White 
pacified him and said that the clothes should 
be returned to him as soon as others were pro- 
vided for the child. This was Thurs- 
day afternoon. Early yesterday morning 
Mr. Meyer called at the house where 
Mrs. Bauer is stopping, and, by threats of vio- 
lence, obtained the clothes. Mrs. Bauer, hav- 
ing no others to put on her child, gave them 


up, and wrapped up the baby in bedclothes to. 


keep it from freezimg. Kind ladies heard of 
Mrs. Bauer's dilema, furnished ber temporary 
clothing, and are now making others for the 
child. 

These facts constitute one feature of the 
case. There are others still. The Somety of 
St. Vincent de Paul took a great interest in 
Mrs. Bauer, and a fund was raised to send her 
back to Germany in case she got her baby. 
This fund was exhausted by the prolonged 
legal struggle. Now an effort is being made 
to again raise money for that purpose, but 
proposed donors are confronted with a 
story that Mrs. Bauer only obtained possession 
of the child In order to secure an inheritance 
to her deceased husband, or his male offepring, 
which is awaiting her return to Germany with 
a living child. Mrs, Bauer denies that she is 
going back to Germany for auy such pur- 
pose, but that she goes there, if she suc 
ceeds in going at all, to work as a farm-hand 
in the fields, toilsome and wearisome work, as 
she confesses, but better, she says, than re- 
maining in this country, where she cannot 
make a living, and a land for her haunted by 
unpleasant memories. A museum proprietor 
bas has offered her $25 a week and expenses 
to travel through the country, but she posi- 
tively declines to make an exhibition of her- 
self, 


BOYCOTT THE BOYCOTT. 

New York Tribune: The boycott was judi- 
cially decided a misdemeanor under the laws 
of New York Thursday. Here a conspiracy to 
injure the business of another is expressly for- 
bidden, and punished by fine or imprison- 
ment. The revelation amazed many honest 
workingmen, who had not realized that they 
were breaking the laws in sustaining the or- 
ders of their trades-unions. But the laws 
stand, and ought to be obeyed, for they are 
just. Every citizen bas his right in this coun- 
try to the protection of law in his peaceful in- 
dustry. Conspiracy to deprive him of work, 
or to break down his business, ought to be a 
crime, and honest laborers ought to be the very 
first to punish that crime. 

In some other quarters there is talk of 
vigilance committees. But law-breaking to 
prevent law-breaking has no excuse in this 
case. If men want to organize, and to do 
something practical for the defense of indi- 
vidual freedom, let them unite to raise a fund 
for the pmployment of competent attorneys 
and detectives, so that proofs can be secured 
against every boycott, and those who take part 
in it can be prosecuted and punished. Most 
persons who are threatened in this fashion do 
not feel that they are really much burt by the 
gratuitous advertising of their business, and 
at all events they care too littie to spend much 
time in the courts about it. But the matter is 
one of public rather than private duty. This 
foreign practice ought to be driven from 
American soil for the public good, because it 
is hostile to American institutions. It is the 
interest of all good citizeus, whether laborers 
or employers, to boycott the boycott.

MANUAL TRAINING IN TOLEDO, 


Unqualified Success of the System as Evi- 
denced by the Report of the School Di- 
rectors—Hints Chicago Would Do Well to 

Profit By. 

Tbe directors of the manual-tralnmg gchool 
at Toledo, O., have just issued their first an- 
nual report. It will be iound quite interesting 
by the members of the Chicago. School Board, 
who are just now discussing the desirability of 
introducing manual training into the schools 
under their charge, Incidentally, it will be 
found wortby more than passing notice by the 
general reader. 1 

Manual training has been introduced in con- 
nection with the grammar and high schools at 
Toledo successfully and with satisfaction to 
pupils and parents. In October, 1872, Jessup 
W. Scott, a wealthy and philanthropic resident 
of that city, deeded 160 acres of lana, valued 


at about $80,000, in trust for the promo- 
uon of education in arts, trades, and related 
sciences in addition to what is furnished 
by the public schools of the city.“ By a sub- 
sequent deed he made it possible to use the 
funds derived from the land in connecnon 
with the public school funds and under the 
municipal authority to promote public educa- 
tion. W. H. Raymond donated a site fora 
technical school building four years later, and 
a school of design, which made considerable 
progress, was opened. In January, 1884, the 
Toledo Board of Education, or rather the City 
of Toledo, assumed charge of the Scott trust, 
the Raymond site, and the school of design, 
and proceeded to use all these in connection 
with the public schools for the establishment 
of manual training under the supervision of a 
board of directors, six of whom were named 
by the Board of Education, six by the Mayor 
with the consent of the Council, and the Mayor 
ae an ex-officio member made the thirteenth. 
In September, 1884, two rooms in the high- 
school building were set apart for manual 
trainmg. One of these was used as a draw- 
ing room. The other was equipped with 
benches, tools, etc. as a workshop. 
Sixty pupils, fifty boys and ten girls, from the 
high and grammar schools were admitted to 
the course under the charge of one competent 
instructor. The experiment was a success from 
the start, so much so that the directors felt jus- 
tified in entering on the erection of a manual 
training school buildimg on à site apart from 
the bigu school, and on a lot leased from the 
Board of Education. The building, which was 
completed and formally opened in December, 
cost the modest sum of 951. This meludes 
the cost of boiler, a ftifty-borse power engine, 
steam piping, etc. It was supplied with tools 
and machinery at a cost of $5,627, and the ma- 
terial for the shop between the date of estab- 
lishment in September, 1884, and January of 
this year was $2,130. 

The school is now in full operation. There 
are eighty boys and forty giris in attendance. 
Pupils over 13 yearsof age from the grammar, 
high, and parochial schools who pass what is 
equivalent to an examination for the highest 

rade ia the grammar schools are admitted. 

ree insructots are employed, one in the 
drawing-room, the others in the workshop. 
The testimony of the Board of Directors as to 
the success of the schoo! is stated as follows: 

The zeal and enthusiasm of the students has 
been developed toa most gratifying extent, ex- 
tending into all the departments of work. The vari- 
ety afforded by the daily program has had the moral 
and intellectual effect ex and an unusual 
degree of sober earnestness has been shown. The 
wholesome moral effect of a course of training 
which interests and stimulates the ardor of the 
student is most marked. Parents observe the ben- 
eficial influence of occupation. The suggestions of 
the day fillthe mind with healthy thoughts and 
appetites during the leisure hours. Success in 
drawing or workshop has often had the effect of 
arousing the ambition in mathematics and history, 
and vice versa. Gradually the students acquire 
two most valuable habits which are certain to in- 
fluence their whole lives—namely: precision and 
method. 

The habit of working from drawings and to nice 
measurements bas given the students a confidence 
in themselves altogether new. This is shown in 
the readiness with which they undertake the exe- 
cution of small commissions in behalf of the 
school, and the handiness which they dispiay at 
home. 

From the testimony of parents, the physical, in- 
teliectual, and moral effect of the school is ex- 
ceedingly satisfactory. 

The time spent in gthe workshop is never 
more than two hours per day unless the boys 
voluntarily remain after hours for additional 
practice. One hour is spent in the drawing 
room. The rest of the school-day is spent in 
academic work, which is helped rather than 
retarded by the manual training. Each pupil 
recites three lessons—as in the average high- 
school—daily, and the course of study is the 
same asin such institutions. Latin, German, 
and French are optional studies as in Chicago. 
The full course of studies 1s as follows: 

First year—Arithmetic, physical geography, 
grammar, spelling, German or French, free-hand 
and mechanical drawing, carpentry, wood-turning, 
jig-sawing, proper care and use of tools. 

Second year—Algebra, physiology, rhetoric, Ger- 
man or French. Free- band and mechanical drawing,

Fourth year—Mechanics, plane trigonometry, 
chemistry, bookkeeping, ethics, grammar, English 
UMterature, civil government. political economy, 
machine and agricultural details, designs for wall- 
paper, tiling, etc. Work in machine-shop, such as 
chipping, fitting, turning, drilling, planing, and 
screw-cutting: study of machinery, including the 
management and care of steam-engine and boiler. 

The original purpose was to limit manual 
training to three years, but it will be interest- 
ing to the members of the Chicago Board of 
Education to iearn that experience has shown 
that manual instruction is equally valuable to 
boys of the grammar schooi grade, and, there- 
fore, the course bas been arranged to include
